Army engineers and -members of the Flood 
Control eomnuUee have been working hard in 
this area forborne lime to prepare a plan for flood 
control. Now, with the majnr portion of-their ( work 
done, it looks as though the whole plan may fair 
through beeau.-c of the indifference of the people 
who haye suffered from the flooding. 

Army engineers must have individual reports 
of damage fnan the people who suffered the loss. 
Unless they ean present reports of sufficient dam- 
age' from flooding to Congress, thelJ.S. Govern- 
ment will not approve an investment to control 
the flooding.' 

Response in most areas has been good. In the 
Anlioch area, ami the many subdivisions sur- 
rounding it. the response has been practically nil. 
The Army Kng'meers surveying the area say they 
lnive seen evidence of the flooding, but have so 
far been unable to stir people to the action of 
making out the reports. 

There was a*lot*of public interest a couple of 
years ago, when flood damage was heavy. This 
has been a dry year, and people just don't seem 
to be interested.

U. S. Army Engineers to at- 
tend. Mr. D'Alba stated at 
this meeting that Congress 
wilt act only if it is shown 
that damages from flood im 
are sufficiently high to war- 
rant an investment in flood 
conl ml hy the U. S. (ioveru- 
meul in the Kox River 
Basin. Mr. D'Alba reported 
that it i.s up to each commun- 
ity to gather data on flood 
damages and requested re- 
ports of every known case of 
damage and loss. This in- 
formal ion, he said, -has been 
sought for (he past two years 
with indifferent response 
from the people. There are 
three corrective courses to 
prevent flooding, D'Alba 
said. . 

1. — A system of levees and 
seawalls. 

2 — (Widening and deepen- 
ing , channel and river ca- 
pacity. 

.*! — A system of dams, and 
reservoirs upstream in Wis- 
consin to impound flood wat- 
ers for later release. 

D'Alba said he considerord 
levees or seawalls too cosily.

1 'spejnrtvra day'rwith our 
fisheries' biologist Bruce 
Mucnch, In the act of com- 
prehensively surveying tho 
Chain of Lakes. One of the. 
projects is to investigate the 
number of fish hanging 
around a certain .area, their 
kind, how big they arc and 
how old. This is done by 
shocking them with electri- 
city. Then they come to the 
surface, wo catch them ill 
long handled nets, place 
ihenf In a tank (in the special- 
ly rigged boat) and after a 
certain area is covered, they 
aro individually weighed, 
measured and then returned 
to the water, none the worse 
for their experience. In the 
ease of the norlhc£n,pikc and 
the white bass/ a ifc\$fseales 
were removed for /micro- 
scopic study ill the labor- 
atory. Water chemistry 
tests are also made, like for 
instance temperature at the 
surface of the lake and at a 
depth of two feet, oxygen 
content, turbidity and a few 
others. At one point, a 
gill net with five different 
mesh sizes was set out at 
night and - Its catch recorded 
and released in the morning. 
This is to get an idea of the 
movement of these fishes. 
The survey started In Pis* 
takee Lake and proceeded 
through Nippcrsink, Fox. 
Petite, Marie, Channel and 
Grass Lakes. Channel Lake 
has the clearest water and It 
gets progressively murkier 
as it flows southward.

Camp style eating aboard 
a small runabout, or a util- 
ity boat can be just as much 
fun and the food every, bit 
as good as on a luxury 
cruiser. 

A galley box thai can he 
easily stowed under (he 
tnrcdeck or used as. an auxil- 
iary seat in the cockpit will 
substitute for the cruiser's 
galley. Tho galley box should 
include one frying pan and 
several saucepans, preferably 
stainless steel or enameled 
ware.
